Is Depression Coming? 
Federal Reserv e Board Is the latest sourre 
J 
of reassurance about Inflation. It* decision to 
let traders In stocks and bonds get by on only 
7S, Instead of 1« % p er cent credit reflects official 
confidence in the Immediate future. Inflation Is 
not coming, aaya the board, In effect 
It is a curious circumstance of the American 
way of thinking, howev er, that If Inflation Is not 
coming, the p rosp ect automatically changes to 
Inflation’s op p osite number —deflation. 
In 
the 
weeks and months Immediately ahead. It may be 
exp ected that the p eop le will begin to brood 
about the p oaslblllty of dep ression. 
When the boom quits booming, the op p osite 
without the nelghber’s consent, 
effect must occur, according to the ov erslmp ll 
fled thinking of the ov ersimp le economists—and 
the bust must start busting. Thus, the rising 
question of the moment he<*omes, 'D o you think 
there will be a dep ression?"
